States of all the German ships seized in American ports. Their 
seizure when we entered the war was recognized as merely a, 


f. expedient—they were, a war.weapon to use against the 
Now it seems established-that we are to keep these ships. 


There! are about 90 of thenji altogether, 41 liners fitted for 


carrying passengers and freight, and 48 cargo ships. Their value 
is placed at $100,000,000. They are simply taken in part pay- 
ment u( the money Germany ow«3S the United States for sinking 
American merchantmen, destroying American cargoes, etc. The 
rest of the bill, amounting in all to a little less than $1,000,000,000, 
is covered by other German-owned property in possession of our 
government. 


This single act of poetic justice is one of the heaviest blows 


struck against German ambition. 
It takes away Germany's 


strongest weapon, of economic conquest, her Atlantic fleet and 
along \vith the seizure of Great Britain and other Allies leaves 
her almost stripped of commercial sea-power. 


Germany before the war was the leading factor iri the trans- 


iitlantU' passenger trade. Now the United States steps into Ger- 
many's place. Great Britain has so much to do in restoring he,r 
transportation lines in other trade routes especially those of the 
Orient that she cannot give much attention to the Atlantic routes 
for some time. 


These German vessels are said by experts to set the American 


shipping program ahead ten years toward world supremacy on 
the sea. In a few years, at the present rate of growth, we shall 
have one-third of the whole world's shipping. 
In the meantime 


we are masters of the Atlantic.

States of all the German ships seized in American ports. Their 
seizure when we entered the war was recognized as merely a, 


f. expedient—they were, a war.weapon to use against the 
Now it seems established-that we are to keep these ships. 


There! are about 90 of thenji altogether, 41 liners fitted for 


carrying passengers and freight, and 48 cargo ships. Their value 
is placed at $100,000,000. They are simply taken in part pay- 
ment u( the money Germany ow«3S the United States for sinking 
American merchantmen, destroying American cargoes, etc. The 
rest of the bill, amounting in all to a little less than $1,000,000,000, 
is covered by other German-owned property in possession of our 
government. 


This single act of poetic justice is one of the heaviest blows 


struck against German ambition. 
It takes away Germany's 


strongest weapon, of economic conquest, her Atlantic fleet and 
along \vith the seizure of Great Britain and other Allies leaves 
her almost stripped of commercial sea-power. 


Germany before the war was the leading factor iri the trans- 


iitlantU' passenger trade. Now the United States steps into Ger- 
many's place. Great Britain has so much to do in restoring he,r 
transportation lines in other trade routes especially those of the 
Orient that she cannot give much attention to the Atlantic routes 
for some time. 


These German vessels are said by experts to set the American 


shipping program ahead ten years toward world supremacy on 
the sea. In a few years, at the present rate of growth, we shall 
have one-third of the whole world's shipping. 
In the meantime 


we are masters of the Atlantic.
